AN INTERESTING SPOT 

Phere are few more interesting con- 
cerns about the city than the gas well 
during the progress of the boring 
operations. A gas well is something 
of a novelty in itself to the majority 
of people and the method of boring. 
und removing the earth from the hole 
is probably more of a novelty. Added 
to this is the popular interest which 
attacks a quest for gas or oil, the dis- 
covery of either of which in & locality 
is conceded 2 boom of no small con- 
sequence to this district. 

Those wishing to visit the well 
should secure a pass from Mr. T. A. 
Stephen, manager of the company, 
which will admit them to the building 
and assure them courteous treatment 
and explanations of many interesting 
matters by Mr. W,. C. Ginter ithe 
driller iu charge and bis staff of assis- 
tants. 

‘The company have installed a very 
efficient plant to carry on their 
work, Power is derived from a 30 
borse power boiler supplying steam 
to a 2b horse power engine.
